ASjRBITRATOR 


Joint Powers Ask Him to Act 


in Settlement of Trouble 


With Venezuela, 


A COUNTER PROPOSITION 


To President's Desire for Of- 


fices of The Hague Arbi- 


tration Tribunal, 


Washington, Dec. 20.—President 


Boosevelt has proposed to the allied 
powers that the Venezuelan dispute 
be submitted to the arbitration of 
The Hague tribunal. 
The powers 


have replied with a counter proposal 
that President Roosevelt 
himself 


arbitrate the issues. 


These were the developments over 


night in the Venezuelan matter and 
they seem to justify the prediction 
made in these dispatches that the 
critical 
point 
has 
been 
passed. 


President Boosevelt does not wish to 
net as arbitrator in this dispute, for 
as such it is felt hero he would be 
nt once judge, jury and 
constable, 


nnd would be under the moral obliga- 
tion to execute his own judgment. 
The president feels that a reference 
to The Hague tribunal would vastly 
strengthen the cause of arbitration. 


Still, rather than aee the present 


dispute, it is probable the president 
will reluctantly assume the duties of 
arbitrator. It is fully realized that 
any decision rendered by him in that 
capacity would be sure to bring him 
the enmity of one or the other of the 
parties to the controversy and this 
fact was pointed out to the president 
early in the week by a leading sena- 
tor who hud been called into consul- 
tation.

GERMANY'S DECREE. 


Berlin, Dec. 20.—The German gov- 


ernment today published 
a decree 


embodying the 
conditions 
of the 


blockade of Germany's portion of the 
Venezuelan coast. It was as follows: 


"The government 
of 
Venezuela 


having rejected the demand which 
the imperial government communi- 
cated to it, the ports of Porto Cabello 
and Maracaibo are hereby declared 
to be under blockade, beginning De- 
cember 20. Ships under other than 
the Venezuelan flag which 
sailed 


from West Indian 
or other east 


American ports before the publica- 
tion of this decree will 
receive a 


period of twenty days for sailing 
vessels and ten days for steamers to 
reach their destination. 


"Sailing vessels from 
all other 


ports are allowed forty and steamers 
twenty days. 


"Ships under other than the Vene- 


zuelan flag lying in blockaded ports 
upon the publication of this decree 
are allowed fifteen days to sail. 


"Ships -which attempt to break the 


blockade will be subject to the pro- 
visions which apply to neutrals un- 
der international law and in accord- 
ance with treaties.

BLOCKADE PROCLAMATION. 


London, Dec. 20.—The official proc- 


lamation of the blockade of Vene- 
zuelan ports was gazetted this morn- 
ing and becomes effective today. 


The text of the proclamation is as 


follows: 


"Foreign Office, December 20, 1902. 


—It is hereby notified that as the 
United States 
of Venezuela 
have 


failed to comply with the demands 
of his 
majesty's 
government, 
& 


blockade by his 
majesty's 
nava] 


forces of the ports 
of La Guayra, 


Carenero, Quanta, Cunjana and Caru- 
pano and the mouths of the Orinoco 
U declared, and such blockade will 
ba effectively maintained from and 
after the 20th of December, subject 
to the allowance of the following 
days of grace: 


"For vessels sailing before the date 


of this notification from West Indian 
ports and ports an the east coast of 
the continent of America: ten days 
(or steamers and twenty days for 
nailing vessels. 


"From all other ports: twenty days 


for steamers and forty days for sail- 
iug vessels. 


"For vessels lying in the ports now 


declared to be blockaded: fifteen daya. 


"Vessels which attempt to violate 


the blockade will render themselves 
liable to all measures authorized by 
ths law of nations and by the respec-

The dispatch adds that the president 
expressed confident belief that the 
exercise by the United States of the 
powers granted to Minister Bowen 
undoubtedly will secure an adjust- 
ment of the questions in dispute.

mayor several days ago, making in- 
quiry as to the actual conditions in 
the field, the visible supply, the fu- 
ture outlook, and the charge made 
In some quarters that one reason why 
Fort Wayne did not have more gas 
was because the local company was 
selling it to cities located in the field. 


Eleven of the letters, identical in 


wording, were mailed and the replies 
already received from a majority of 
the manufacturing institutions are 
a unit in the opinion that gas in Fort 
Wayne is at best but a matter of a 
very short 
time.

Hartford City concern expresses the 
opinion that the Fort Wayne com- 
pany is doing all that is possible, 
and in view of their own experience 
the manufacturers express some sur- 
prise that there is any gas at all in 
Fort Wayne.

Farming-ton, Iowa, Dec. 20.—In a 


fit of ungovernable temper, maddened 
by an attempt to arrest him, George 
Stillwell yesterday 
afternoon shot 


and mortally wounded City Marshal 
Robert Coulter, aged sixty-two, and 
Justice of the Peace A. E. Musgrove, 
aged sixty-five. 
After an exciting 


chase by a posse raised by Mayor B. 
F. Ketchum, in which Stillwell fired 
numerous shots without hitting- any- 
one, he was shot to death. 


Stillwell quarreled in the morning 


with a man named Moore, who sworo 
out a warrant for his arrest. Justice 
Musgrove issued the 
warrant and 


gave it to Marshal Coulter to serve. 
Coulter found Stillwell on the main 
street and began reading the war- 
rant. 
Stillwcll. 
without a 
word, 


drew his revolver nnd began shoot- 
ing nt Coulter, 
who drew his re- 


volver and fired at Stillwell, but the 
latter was too quick and sent two 
bullets into his body. Coulter fell to 
the ground mortally wounded. 


Stillwell walked up 
the 
street, 


shouting lie would kill anyone who 
spoke to him. Soon he saw Justice 
Musgrove walking along the street, 
carrying a basket of corn. Going up 
behind Musgrove, Stillwoll remarked. 
"I guess I want you, too," nnd shot 
him three times in the back. Mus- 
gvnvc fell to the ground 
wounded. 


Stillwell -then went home, reloaded 


his revolver, -toolc a rifle and started 
across the country, with, a posse of 
armed citizens 
in pursuit. 
When 


the posse overtook the fugitive he 
took a position behind n tree and 
held the citizens at bay for nearly 
an hour. He was wounded several 
times and dropped to his knee, but 
continued 
to shoot until a bullet 


stuck in the barrel of his rifle. The 
posso closed in on Stillwell, riddling 
him with bullets. None of the posse 
was hit.

purpose and grows rapidly. 
Gen. J. 


F. Miller, while division superintend- 
ent, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 


planted 300.000 catalpa trees, set- 
ting them along the right-of-way. 
Soon afterward he was promoted and 
others had charge of that line. Neg- 
lect was the portion of the trees. 


The Fort Scott and Memphis rail- 


way tried this experiment on their 
Farlington plantation, but they blun- 
dered. 
Threo million trees, enough 


to cover 17.000 acres, were planted 
cr. 1,200 nrroR. 
Had 
they 
been 


tliiuned fifteen yenrs ago one million 
first-class cross-ties, worth a million 
dollars, could now bo taken from this 
tract. As it is, they arc worthless, 
because "too thick." 


The man, or woman either, for that 


matter, with some capital to invest 
and patience to wait for results may 
make a fortune by planting the ca- 
taJpa speciosa, provided he or she 
profits by the failures 
of the two 


railroads which have tried the ex- 
periments. 
Already the Bio Grande 


railway has a plantation of 65,000 of 
these trees in Utah, which is irri- 
gated.

ner of Marion county, and reads as 
follows: 


"The Indiana law provides that all 


unclaimed bodies and pauper dead 
which would have to be buried at the 
county's expense may be claimed In 
the interest of science. As a. repre- 
sentative undertaker 
and coroner- 


elect of Marion county, I have been 
requested by the medical profession 
of this county to ask you to embalm 
and ship to me in rough box C. O. D. 
all such bodies of pauper dead that 
are iu good condition, and I am au- 
thorized to guarantee all expenses. 
I will mail you legal requisition on 
receipt of body and shipping per- 
mit." 


The letter 
has apparently been 


sent to all the undertakers in Indi- 
ana. J. C. Pettier, of this city, who 
was among the number to receive 
Mr. Tutewiler's request, is positive In 
his refusal to bo a party to any such 
transaction, and other funeral direc- 
tors of the city express themselves 
in similar terms.

Board of Works Affirms It 


Has No hng Up Its 


. 
Long Sleeve. 


NEW CONDUIT NECESSARY 


But Need Will Come Only with 


the Spread of the City to 


Southeast. 


The board of works was surprised 


to leam by an evening contemporary 
that at the next 
meeting 
of the 


board they would be compelled to ex- 
plain that to fully drain the south- 
eastern, part of the city they would 
shortly have to build another sewer 
three-quarters of a mile long and 
five feet in diameter. Their surprise 
was accentuated by a recollection of 
the fact that over six weeks ago The 
Sentinel published an interview with 
one'of the board members in which he 
said that in five, ten or fifteen years, 
depending upon the growth of the 
territory and the rapidity of street 
car extensions in that direction, an- 
other large sewer would have to be 
built to extend 
the South Wayne 


sewer. It was also 
stated at the 


time that all the branches and lat- 
eral sewers now to be constructed 
would be planned for such a con- 
tingency. The discoverer of this 
dark plot also overlooked the fact 
that at the last meeting of the board 
bids for 8,200 feet (nearly a mile and 
three-quarters) of sewer were opened, 
baaed upon this general system, and 
that the specifications had been on 
file in the engineer's office for more 
than a month. If Fort Wayne grows 
in that direction the people will have 
to have a sewer extension, or carry 
their sewage to the river in buckets, 
but the sewer will not be built be- 
fore the necessity demands it. The 
board would like to see the prosperity 
of Tort Wayne increase to such an

AS ANESTHETIC. 


M. Donier. one of the leading den- 


tists of Paris, is using the phono- 
graph to lessen the horror of tooth 
drawing. 
He has three large estab- 


lishments in the business part of the 
French capital, and he noticed that 
those patients to whom he was 
obliged to give anesthetic — no mat- 
ter of what kind, even if it were 
only laughing gas — showed unfavor- 
able symptoms 
when they awoke 


from unconsciousness, their condi- 
tion being largely due to the effect 
of the noise 
of the traffic on 
the 


street outside. 
They suffered from 


severe headache and interference 
with vision; but what 
distressed 


them most was that during the time 
they were under the influence of the 
anesthetic they had usually horrid 
dreams of imaginations, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 


The dentist saw that if he could 


keep the noise 
from the ears, and 


consequently from the mind also of 
his patients, great good would be 
done. The only way to do this was 
to create a 
louder counteracting 


noise or sound, which should be 
pleasant, 
. not 
nerve 
irritating. 


Obviously music was the thing. He 
tried a phonograph, and still uses it. 
When a patient is seated in his chair 
he places the phonograph's tubes to 
the ear and allows the instrument 
to work for a little while. Then he 
administers the anesthetic, and he 
finds that the patient becomes un- 
conscious much 
more quickly and

THREE rMLK HURT 


IN TROLLEY MISH1P 


Fifty-Seven Injured-A Broken 


Freight Train Collided on 


Crossing, 


New York, Dec. 20.—Three women 


•were perhaps fatally injured and 
fifty-seven cither passengers bruised 
and badly shaken up in a trolley car 
accident in Weehawken at midnight. 
The victims, mostly women, were cut 
and bruised, but not seriously in- 
jured. 


The accident occurred at a point 


where the trolley company's tracks 
cross those 
of the Erie railroad. 


When vhe trolley car reached the 
tracks the motorman stopped his car 
to allow a freight train to pass. The 
train consisted of nine cars and 
was moving along rapidly. 
The 


last three cars of the freight train 
broke loose some distance east of the 
crossing, and were not noticed by the 
train crew. After the six cars had 
passed by the motorman of the trol- 
ley car thought it was the last of the 
train and started to cross the tracks. 
When he got his car in the middle 
of the crossing the three freight cars 
which had broken loose from the 


j train came rolling along and before 
| he could get his car over the crossing 
it was struck with terriffic force by 
the freight cars.

thrown through the windows, up 
against the doors and on top of one 
another. 
They were struck in the 


face with broken timbers, glass and 
everything else movable. 


Ambulances and physicians were 


summoned, and a crowd which had 
collected about the scene started to 
extricate those who were caught in 
the wreck. The three most seriously 
hurt were taken out unconscious and 
the physicians directed their efforts 
toward reviving them. 
A member 


of each of the injured woman's fam- 
ilies arrived, and refused to allow 
them to be taken to the hospital and 
they were removed in the ambulances 
to their homes. 


What caused the train to become 


uncoupled is not known. The trolley 
car was completely wrecked. Traffic 
was blocked both on the railroad and 
trolley lines for nearly two hours.

FEMALE ANARCHIST 


SHOT OITJE STREET 


Assailant Also Red Propagan- 


dist-Tragedy Enacted in 


Philadelphia, 


Philadelphia, Dec. 20.—Voltairine 


Lecleyre, the avowed anarchist and 
teacher of music, who was yesterday 
afternoon fatally shot by Herman 
Helcher, who also professes anar- 
chistic tendencies, is still alive at the 
Hahnemann hospital today, but the 
surgeons say she has but a slight 
chance of recovery. 


The shooting occurred on the street 


and was witnessed by a number of 
persons. 
Miss Lecleyre was await- 


ing a car when Helcher approached 
and began firing from a revolver. 
Three of the five bullets which he 
discharged took effect. Helcher was 
arrested and taken before the dying 
woman, but she declined to accuse 
him of having shot her. 


Miss Lecleyre has attained noto- 


riety thnragh her anarchistic utter- 
ances and her intimacy with promi- 
nent anarchists of the country.- Her 
writings are said to be known to an- 
archists all over the world. It Is 
said she came to this city about fif- 
teen years ago from Michigan. Her 
father is dead, but her mother lives 
somewhere in the west. Helcher Is 
a cigarmaker and was born in Rus- 
sia. 
For a time he lived in Boston, 


coming to this city eight years ago. 


BIG DAMAGE AWARD.

the superior court has awarded 
Frank J. Cashin, of Springfield, $37,- 
000 in his suit against the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road company, for injuries received 
as a passenger in the Avon railroad 
accident in 1001. He brought suit 
for $75,000. Testimony was offered 
to the effect that the plaintiff receiv- 
ed injuries from which he was grow- 
ing worse instead of better.

Rawhide, which at one time was 


used mainly for revenge, is now ap- 
plied to a great variety of other uses, 
says the New York Sun. It was the 
great packing and killing houses of 
Chicago that helped to bring about 
its wider use. 
Immense quantities 


of hides are turned out, and from 
such of these as are not used for a 
variety of other purposes the rawhide 
of commerce is worked up into half 
a hundred different forms. 


Rawhide is a form of leather in 


which the curing process stops far 
short of destroying the life of the ma- 
terial. The result of this treatment 
is a product remarkable for tough- 
ness, durability, tensile strength and 
pliancy. It is used for belting, rope, 
hydraulic packing, laces of various 
kinds, pinion wheels, washers, har- 
ness, mauls and 
mallets, 
flynets, 


trunks, saddles and artificial limbs. 


Rawhide rope is handsome and as- 


tonishingly strong, besides having 
great power of insistence when ex- 
posed to the action of the weather. 
At a little distance it looks like very 
white and clean new hempen rope. 
It is delightfully supple, and onco 
tied it holds for a lifetime. The cos: 
of such rope puts it beyond the reach 
of most consumers, yet for some pur- 
poses it is the cheapest material that 
can be used. 


It costs 
from 10 or 12 cents to 


more than $2.76 a foot, according to 
diameter and quality. The cheapest 
is about a quarter of an inch in di- 
ameter; the most expensive, save that 
made to order in special sizes, is two 
and a quarter inches in diameter. It 
is largely used for the transmission 
of power, especially where the line of 
transmission is long and indirect. 
Only a close examination brings to 
light the points where strands are 
Joined, and splicings are so made that 
they show no change in the diameter 
of the rope. 


One of the most curious applica- 


tions of rawhide is to the manufac- 
ture of pinion wheels for the trans- 
mission of power. Such wheels are 
usually made of iron or steel, but the 


rawhide can be made 
sufficiently 


rlgtfd, hard and tough to serve all 
the purposes of metal in such article*. 
The rawhide pinions are almost noise- 
less, and they require little lubrica- 
tion. A somewhat similar use is in 
the gear of friction wheels. 


Mallets and mauls of rawhide are 


used for a variety of purposes In 
manufacturing. 
The former ore en- 


tirely of hide save the handle; the 
latter have n wooden or metallic base 
with a rawhide face. Hammers with 
rawhide faces are also made. 


The old-fashioned rawhide whips, 


the "cowhide" of many a sodal and 
political row, are made in 
beveral 


forms, as arc blacksnoke whips of the 
same material, rawhide lashes and 
miners' whips. 
Rawhide lariats are 


also manufactured, though there was 
a time when every plainsman made 
his own. 
They cost from 16 to 2O 


cents a foot, according to diameter 
and form of pleat. They are rarely 
seen east of the Mississippi, gave in 
the factories.

FELINE HYPNOTISM A NEW MEDICAL 
DISCOVERY. 


Cats, like serpents, have long been 


known to possess the powers of hyp- 
notizing their prey by a glance from 
their eyes. 


The case of Mrs. Elizabeth Cun- 


ningham, who went to Bellevue hos- 
pital, New York, recently, twice in 
one day, with her jaws fixed and 
rigid and her mouth open because of 
the effect of cat's eyes upon her, has 
caused much wonder among laymen 
And medical authorities. 


So wonderful is the case in point 


that it resembles in many respects 
the story o£ Du Maurler, in which 
poor Trilby was hypnotized by a 
glance at a photograph of her Sven- 
gali. Mrs. Cunningham feels her 
Jaws relax and fix even at the men- 
tion of the word "cat" in her pres- 
ence, causing her to show signs of 
mental uneasiness. 
Many 
times 


while walking peaceably along the 
street she has been suddenly con- 
fronted by a stray cat and been 
obliged to walk home speechless. To 
her a cat is a serious matter. She 
is not a young, nervous girl. 
She 


has lived in this world of sorrow 
and of cats for the last forty-eight 
years, so that her peculiar misfor- 
tune cannot be attributed to a youth- 
ful nervousness, 


When she was only sixteen years 


old, she says, she first felt the hyp- 
notic influence hidden in the cat's 
eye. 
A pet kitten with which she 


was playing suddenly went mad in 
her arms. When she threw it to the 
floor in fear, the furry creature ran, 


writhing, sp. ting and scratching, 
through every 
room in the house. 


The impression made at that time 
upon her was 
so strong that she 


never 
forgot it. 
She leaped to a 


table, screaming. 


Then her noise stopped, and 
she 


found herself looking straight at the 
infuriated animal, with her mouth 
open, as if she were still shouting, 
but not a sound came from her lips. 
Her jaws were tightly wedged and 
she 
could neither open nor shut 


them. Everybody supposed she had 
"lockjaw," but gradually the phe- 
nomenon went away of its own ac- 
cord, leaving her again in her nor- 
mal condition. But the fear of a cat 
would not go. Ever since she has 
been annoyed repeatedly by a recur- 
rence of the malady. If the cat goes 
about its business and pays no at- 
tention to her she will pay no atten- 
tion to the cat. The moment the 
creature faces her or the moment she 
comes face to face with one unex- 
pectedly and gets a look into its 
eyes she feels her jaws parting and 
shows all the outward symptoms of 
being afflicted with tetanus. On the 
day that she was conveyed to the 
hospital twice she exhibited all the 
usual signs. 
When she awoke in 


the morning, like the hero in Edgar 
Allan Poe's "Black Cat," she found 
a cat in her room. Of course, it 
threw her into a "spell," and she was 
taien to the hospital in an ambu- 
lance. 


The cat was driven from the house. 


In the afternoon, when she returned 
on foot, perfectly cured, to all intents 
and purposes, she found another 
stray cat in the back yard, and back 
to the hospital she went in short or- 
der. In an hour or so she was "well" 
again and able to return home. All 
they did at the hospital was to place 
a hand under her open jaw and tell 
her that there were no cats in sight, 
and that she had better be calm. 
Whereupon her 
jaws clicked back 


into place. 


In speaking of the case Dr. Halll- 


tvell, of the Bellevue hospital, said 
that, in his opinion, the woman had 
no signs of lockjaw. 


He declared that it was nothing 


more or less than an unusual mani- 
festation of hysteria. 


On the other hand, Mrs. Cunning- 


ham declares that she was hypnotized 
by the cat. 


"I always have a peculiar feeling 


whenever I see one—a sort of sinking 
sensation at the heart and a desire 
to scream. If the cat fixes me with 
its big green, staring eyes I almost 
swoon and I cannot run away. 
I 


seem to lose the use of my limbs and 
am robbed of all power of action. 
I have never been hypnotized, but 
I know that if I should be the sen- 
sation would be the same. 
Why I 


open my mouth and why I cannot 
close it again is as much a mystery 
to me as it seems to be to everybody 
else." 


Dr. George F. Shrady regarded the 


question in the light of "auto-hypno- 
tism." He said that the woman was 
evidently. aftUcted 
with the same 


mental hysteria which formed the 
controlling influence in the lives of 
the Hindoo priests and so-called mir- 
acle-workers. 


"Many cases," said the doctor, "are 


on record where men have been able 
to control the involuntary muscles 
of the body for a period and have 
been able to produce some curious 
results. 
One man stopped the beat- 


ing of his own heart for the period 
of sixty seconds, and another threw 
himself into a deep sleep for thirty 
or sixty days. 
Auto-hypnotism is 


the name of this curious 'disease,' 
if it can be so called. In the case of 
the young girl, 
'Nellie Corcoran,' 


who attracted much attention by her 
long sleep, medicn.1 men are of the 
opinion that it was nothing else than 
n form of hysteria 
or 'auto-hypno- 


tism.' Here is the only case on rec- 
ord, where the sleep resulted in ac- 
tual death. The autopsy showed that 
there was nothing the matter with 
her. 


"In India you often hear of the 


fanatics who go about inflicting ter- 
rible wounds upon their own bodies 
as a sort of worship or as a form of 
sacrifice. 
The amount of suffering 


they appear to endure owing to the 
serious nature of their self-inflicted 
wounds and the subsequent loss of 
blood makes them the object of re- 
spectful veneration to their fellow- 
beings. 
But it is well known fact 


that they do not suffer and that they 
do not feel the knife blades in their 
flesh—just in the same way that a 
regularly hypnotized person cannot 
feel the pin that is thtust through 
his tongue. 


"Auto-hypnotism differs from hyp- 


notism only in the means of arriving 
at the same end. In the first case the 
subject hypnotizes himself and in 
the second the subject is hypnotized 
by an outsider. Hysteria is at the 
bottom of the subjective hypnotism, 
and the main feature of hysteria is 
the desire to do something to attract 
attention. 
Those who are 
afflicted 


with the 'malady' desire for them- 
selves some outside attention. And 
they will do anything to secure that 
attention, as is evidenced by this 
woman's return to the hospital twice 
in one day from the same cause. If 
they throw themselves into a sleep 
it is not improbable that they 'sleep 
with one eye open' so as to receive 
the benefit of the notoriety 
their 


strange condition is bound to bring. 
And the effect they have upon their 
own bodies is wonderful. 


"The pulso will become low in the 


sleeper; the heart will less frequently 
beat; 
the temperature sometimes 


drops below normal; they can resist a 
galvanic battery or a knife cut, and 
the sleep is to all intents and pur- 
poses real. 
But it is also feigned, 


and the purpose is to attract atten- 
tion. 
Hysteria takes many curious 


forms, but the 'cat hypnotizing' case 
is rather new." 


Dr. Walter C. Gilday also ridiculed 


the idea of hypnotism, as did the hos- 
pital physicians. 


"The thing to do, and the thing 


they did, I suppose, was to give her 
a little chloroform and let her forget 
about it when she woke up. It seems 
to be a clear case of hysteria, but 
there is no denying that it took an 
unusual form. 
Eight in line with 


this case is one of medical history. 
It seems that an eminent physician 
ouce lived who made a specialty of 
hip diseases. 
He was enthusiastic 


over his sanitarium and took great 
delight in showing members of the 
medical profession through it. One 
day he took a doctor on a tour of in- 
spection, and they stopped at a bed in 
which lay a woman with a bad case 
of hip trouble. She smiled in recog- 
nition upon seeing the visitor, and 
the doctor smiled in return. 
When 


the two physicians were again in the 
private office the proprietor of the 
sanitarium asked: 


" 'You know that woman?' 
" 'Certainly.' 
" 'What do you know about her 


case?' 


" 'Nothing much; only I had her 


thirteen years ago with the same hip 
trouble, and at that time it was all 
put on—pure hysteria.' 


" 'What!' shouted the doctor. 
"Then he darted to the door and in 


five minutes had the supposed cripple 
dressed and on her way out of the 
hospital, walking as well as a per- 
fectly sound woman. There was noth- 


ing whatever the matter with.'her.;'",.-X' j 
: , 


have cases of hysteria in .my practie, 
but they are all of the same kind- 
women who think they are going to 
die within the next five minutes. 
The hypochrondriacic imitative is the 
most annoying form of hysteria that 
doctors have to cope with. 
That is 


the case of a man or woman who sits 
opposite you at table or associates 
with you day by day. 


"You have a bad cough or a bleed- 


ing nose or consumption or some- 
thing, and they get it, or .appear "tt^^, 
get it, in imitation of you. 


"If it is consumption, they grow '"" 


thin and waste away, acquire a hectic 
flush and a hacking cough and in 
every way appear to be falling into a 
rapid decline. 


"When you put the stethoscope OH-, 


them or sound their lungs, you find 
them as sound as a bell. 


They have simply hypnotized them- 


selves into a belief that they are ill, 
and the real question for the docto* 
to solve is how to make them think! 
they are well again. 
. 


"All of which goes to show what S 


wonderful control w<? have over OOT • 
bodies.

"Hysteria is a disease, and that 1* 


what the woman who was afflicted 
with the symptoms of tetanus warn 
suffering from—not so much from tho' 
eyes of the cat. 


"She could have been hypnotized 


just, as well by seeing her own face , 
in the mirror if the idea pleased her. 
fancy." 


SUBSTITUTE FOQ SALOONS IN NEW YORKi CITY. 


The saloon is often called by cer- 


tain demagogues the .poor 
man's 


club, says the New York Tribun*. 
Here it is said he can obtain mem- 
bership for merely the price of a glass 
of beer, and his fees consist simply of 
buying more glasses of beer. Indeed, 
the rules and regulations of such n 
club are invitingly convenient, and 
can generally fcc summarized under 
two heads. First, the club member 
must pay for his drinks, and, second, 
he will be thrown into the street If 
he gets drunk. 


The privileges of the saloon club 


are few, but they are of a practical 
nature. Here a man may keep warm, 
no matter how blustering the weather 
outside. Here there is society, where 
acquaintance is not hampered by for- 
mality. 
Here one may meet such 


well known men as the alderman of 
the district, or the "mayor" of the 
avenue, the Tammany leader of the 
district organization, and the promi- 
nent ward politicians. And here, too, 
one need not go hungry, for the fres 
lunch counter 
is 
generally 
kept 


stocked with such delicacies as bo- 
logna sausage, Orange county cheese, 
pickled cucumbers, beets, 
cabbage 


and cauliflower, 
rye bread, 
some 


slices of ham, and perhaps popcorn 
or ginger snaps. 


The evils of the saloon, however, 


have been set forth so frequently and 
so vividly for so many generations 
that even the proposition of calling 
It a club only disgraces the meaning 


of the word club. 
Nevertheless the 


saloon, whatever new name it may 
take, has come to be regarded by all 
reformers as an 
institution to be 


reckoned with.' Settlement workers 
on the east side have conio to the con- 
clusion that it is idle to ask the poor 
man to keep out of the saloon unless 
he is to have some other place equally 
congcr-inl. He ic not likely to stand 
out in the rain and see his fellows 
enjoying themsnlves in (he warmth 
and light of some neighboring drink- 
ing place if he has only the rain and 
the darkness of the street to comfort 
him. 
Neither in It natural to sup- 


pose that he will sit on his bunk In 
a Bowery lodging house and swing 
his heels and feel that he is entirely 
satisfied with life. He knows at the 
bottom of his heart that the saloon is 
the cause of most of the wretchedness 
and poverty in this world, but there 
is no other place so comfortable in 
which to spend his evenings, and so 
ho often spends them there. 
, 


In older to combat (lie saloon on Us 


own ground and with its own wea- 
pons, two buildings are now being 
erected on the east side which will 
afford all the attractions of the sa- 
loon without any of its evils. One 
of these buildings is to stand at No. 
73 Cannon street, almost at the east- 
ern edge of the lower east side, and 
its cost of construction is being met 
by Mrs. Potter, the wife o£ the Epis- 
copal bishop of New York. Its north- 
ern wall will adjoin the Alfred Corn- 


ing Clark Settlement house, which 
she also built and supports,and which 
stands on tho southwest corner of 
Cannon and Kiviugton streets. The 
excavation for the new building Is 
nearly ready for its foundations. 


The second building will be erected 


at Nos. 151 and 153 Clinton street, 
and thd two old buildings which have 
long occupied this site arc being de- 
molished to make way for the new 
structure. 
This building, however, 


is not the result of one person's char- 
ity, but is a business project. It is 
being built 
by a stock 
company, 


known as the -Social Halls associa- 
tion, of which Miss Virginia Potter, 
a ni,ecn of the bishop, is a vice presi- 
dent and one of tho prime movers. 
Among those associated with Miss 
Potter in the venture are Jacob A. 
Ells, who has made a special study 
of east side conditions; Thatcher M. 
Brown, Frank B,. Cordley and Miss 
Sara Strauss. Miss Lillian D. Wald, 
of 265 Henry street, who has lived 
tea yearb or more in this part of (.lie 
city, and who is said to have first 
conceived the idea of such an enter- 
prise, is the president of the com- 
pany. 


It may be truthfully said that the 


scope and purpose of both the Can- 
non street and the 
Clinton street 


houses have not only the sanction, 
but also the solicitude, of Bishop Pot- 
ter, whose wife r.nd niece are directly 
interested in them. 
The bishop's 


views regarding the saloon and the 


best way to fight It are well summed 
up In the letter which he once wrote 
to the editor of the Western Christian 
Advocate, and which contained these 
words: 


"Something answering to the sa- 


loon, that is a place of inexpensive 
recreation and refreshments, will al- 
ways be a necessity. The saloon may 
be driven to cover, but it cannot be 
abolished. 
Something better, some- 


thing wholesome, harmless, unde- 
nted and undeflling, must take Its 
place, and so expel it by substitution. 
Legislation has failed to do this, and 
prohibition has failed. Denunciation 
has failed. It is a case for Christian 
capital, wisely employed, as the his- 
tory of the Liverpool coffee houses 
has shown." 


Bishop Potter made this statement 


not from casual observation or by 
looking at the inhabitants 
of the 


tenement districts through the glass 
front of a hansom cab, but from 
close study and contact. 
For ex- 


ample, in the heat of the summer of 
1S95 the bishop 
relinquished hid 


vacation period of rest and spent a 
month at the Stanton street mission, 
in the very heart of the slums, so 
called, visiting, helping, talking and 
encouraging. 
All that time he 


shunned no contact nor withheld his 
hand from any man. He visited the 
tailor shops and the tenement "sweat 
shops." 
He went into the saloons 


and quietly calculated their allure- 
ments and their capacity for evil. 
He sounded the depths of that chasm 


which separates the east side from 
the west side, the poor from the rich, 
the ignorant from the educated, but 
found human nature at bottom the 
same. 


The house which is being built by 


the bishop's wife in Cannon street 
will be used for a men's club. 
It 


will have the same relation to Can- 
non street that. the 
Metropolitan 


club has to Fifth avenue. Its three 
stories and basement will be fitted 
up according to tho wishes 
of its 


east side members, subject to the 
silent approval of its founder. The 
building is not large, having a front 
of only twenty-five feet, with a depth 
of about seventy feet, but it will be 
utilized to a far greater extent than 
the ordinary club house. 


Mrs. Potter in all her work among 


the poor has always sought to pre- 
vent 
the appearance of 
charity. 


Thus, in the Settlement house, which 
the new men's club house adjoins, 
the nominal charge of one cent a day 
is collected from the pupils of the 
kindergarten classes. 
There will, 


therefore, be nominal fees for the 
members of the men's club, but so 
small that they will not prevent the 
poorest from enjoying its privileges. 
Here the workingmen will be able to 
find all the comforts of the enloon, 
without any of its evils.' On the 
main floor there will be a large din- 
ing room or cafe, where meals will 
be sold at cost. Mrs. Potter is un- 
derstood to regard with disfavor the 
use of beer and wine, except with 


meals. 


The front rooms of the two upper 


floors and the roof in summer will be 
used for recreation purposes and fur- 
nished with card 
tables, 
billiard 


tables and other "recreative appli- 
ances" in the same way, if not as 
luxuriously, as a Fifth avenue club 
house. The surroundings will be 
wholesome and moral, and In con- 
trast the ordinary corner grog shop 
will be made to appear squalid and 
repulsive. If the club is successful 
Mrs. Potter intends to build others, 
so as to extend as far as possible 
throughout the congested quarters of 
the poor the same uplifting and re- 
fining influences. Mrs. Potter has 
by no means forgotten the women. 
Thus, in the Settlement house, next 
door to the prospective men's club 
house, the women come with their 
children and enjoy the cool air of the 
shaded roof on hot summer days. 
Here there are cooking schools for 
the girls and a big lecture 
room 


where both men and women may 
gather to hear some speaker, or for 
merely social purposes and amuse- 
ment. To women will also be grant- 
ed the privileges of the men's club on 
certain evenings and in certain parts 
of the day. The restaurant, it is un- 
derstood, will be for both men and 
women. 


The Clinton street house, which 


will stand near Grand street, will be 
open to all who desire to patronize 
it. Its restaurant will be under the 
supervision of a professional caterer

the pole the colder it becomes. That 
Is but a half truth."

explorers, with their frostbitten feet 
In a sling, say that one must live on 


tallow candles ancl blubber to keep 
warm in the Arctic. Mr. Pelletier, 
who has seen whisky freeze at Klon- 
dike political conventions, says vege- 
tables will keep you wanner 
than 


beefsteaks, and he adds: 


"During the several years I spent 


in the north, and during which I 
traveled greater distances than any 
other man save 
one—the 
United 


States mail carrier—I 
never once 


tasted meat of any kind, and yet the 
cold did not bother me. I do not re- 
member having been frostbitten." 


He also condemns the use of furs; 


says they sweat, a man to death and 
are useless except to sell; that ani- 
mals wear fur only to sleep in, at 
the expense of comfort 
and speed 


when traveling; that big polar bears 
are failures ns all-round pedestrians. 
The Buffalo explorer is against the 
custom of traveling with big trains 
of dogs and killing- one dog to feed 
another. 
Mr. Pelletier purposes to 


take only five dogs that he has 
known for years and 
that carried 


him 
thousands 
of miles over the 


hummocks of the Yukon, which, by 
the way, he considers as rough trav- 
eling as any around the north pole. 


As to his men, he says: 
"I shall take with me but two men, 


one a Norseman, from Nansen's own 
city, Bergen, by the way. He traces 
his ancestry back through centuries 
to the Vikings of old, and from a 
long experience on the trail with him 
I know that he has the same mettle 


in him. Oliver Lawson (Olaf Larsen) 
is his name. The other is a harden- 
ed, tried and true Alaskan prospec- 
tor and noted traveler of the north. 
Both men I know—and they know 
me—under all conditions of hardship, 
fatigue, hunger to the verge of starv- 
ation, of unprecedented distances, 
cold and every conceivable form of 
privation, I know the temperaments 
of both, of what each will do under 
given circumstances." 


In the modest town of Tonawanda, 


somewhere up the state, lives Oliver 
Lawson, a tentnmker, who has been 
invited to accompany Mr. Pelletier. 
He says they expect to start for the 
north pole before spring, probably 
from San Francisco. 
They will be 


thoroughly equipped with necessary 
provisions and one or more Eskimo 
guides. 
Mr. Lawson, now in the 


prime of life and of fine physique, 
was born in Norway and educated in 
Bergen. Mr. Lawson has sailed the 
Arctic seas, as well as over the globe. 
He finds there is no mascot like the 
American flag. Part of his service 
was spent on the flagship Pensacola. 
He was one of the first at the Klon- 
dike gold fields and one of the 
founders of the Dawson City camps. 


Any man who has tried to walk the 


old plank road between New York 
and Newark will appreciate the fact 
that Mr. Lawson covered 552 miles 
In eleven days up the Yukon, around 
Lake Bennett and in other places. 


Mr. Lawson's brother, Martin, an 


extensive explorer, may accompany 
the party. 
He has summered and 


wintered in the Arctic, been frozen in 
while in the employ of the Hudson 
Bay colony, and lived without food 
while wild animals and sea lions were 
starving around him, because they 
could not stand the native lamp oil. 
Mr. Marius Lawson, a younger 
brother, is now at the coast of Green- 
land hunting seals. 
They are all 


brave, hardy, industrious men, the 
greatest travelers and hunters of the 
day, and their names are worthy to 
be discussed by frosty geographical 
societies. 


This expedition will differ from all 


others. 
Insted of Pullman trains, 


chartered steamers, relays of canned 
fruit and sealskin traveling bags, 
with a regiment of discontented, half 
starved and more or less abused as- 
sistants, often promised first lieuten- 
ancy of the expedition, there will be 
just three explorers, who propose to 
walk and depend on the sea for their 
provisions when they reach the Arc- 
tic. 


It is a singular fact that at the 


pole you can walk around the entire 
globe in an afternoon, and once ar- 
riving there, if one doesn't find the 
entrance to the center of the globo, 
he can explore every side of the 
world in a couple of days, and come 
home with it all iu half a dozen 
photos.

make it stronger, Jack relates that 
when he was working for the Toledo 
company about eight years ago at 
Van Buren, Ohio, the same circum- 
stance was encountered.

that farmers who

As th'e sergeant didn't deiiiur Brain-

ON PICKET. 
]FTER mature delibera- 


tion upon samples of 
all sorts of military 
sen-Ice that falls to 
the lot of cavalry sol- 
diers we recruits 
agreed that plctetduty 
suited us better than 
anything else.

Bow these people managed 
to travel 30 or 40 miles without being 
Been and hounded back by the ene- 
my's scouts I never could understand, 
for Instead of coming singly they would 
travel In large bodies, all the men, wo- 
men and children leaving a plantation 
together and not separating daring the 
trio...Aw one would lioMlM they 


would be dlsoovered;'for they 
dressed in their best when they started 
toward us, and the colors of some of 
their clothing were as startling as the 
plumage of a tropical bird, besides De- 
Ing more variegated, but they never 
complained of having been annojred 
while en route. Another mystery was 
their knowledge as to where to tind 
our lines and Just where to halt to 
wait for daylight They were not al- 
ways received In the spirit of the eman- 
cipation proclamation. 
Some of our 


fellows were In mortal fear of "nigger 
equality," so they would order the fu- 
gitives to return to their masters. 


"Yas'r," would be the usual reply, 


and the entire gang would retrace their 
steps until they reached a friendly 
screen of trees. No sooner would the 
man on post be changed than the crowd 
would come plodding back. As one old 
leader told me one day: 


"We'se ben tole ter keep a-tryin, 


'cause some sojer or udder would let 
us In some time or udder." 


There was nothing funny about these 


colored people unless it was their ex- 
treme gravity. 
They weren't even ex- 


citable. 
They didn't throw up their 


hands and thank the Lord that at last 
they were on freedom's soil. They sel- 
dom laughed, and as for joking, one 
could get as much response from an 
oak'stump as from the brightest of 
them. 
They apparently knew Just 


where to come aud just what to ex- 
pect In fact. I afterward le:irncd from 
one of them that for 00 miles around 
us the slaves were thoroughly Inform- 
ed about each post, and Its treatment 
of contrabands. They said there were 
plenty of colored news carriers and

guides—"de woods was full of "cm"— 
yet In nearly n year of prowling about 
the woods between the lines I never 
once saw a colored man except on a 
plantation. To this day their ways are 
as mysterious to me as the traditional 
"underground railway" was to the 
slave hunters of old. 


The special delight of picket service, 


however, was the privilege of visiting 
the few white native* who lived near 
by. All of them professed to be Union- 
ists; all. I believe, were earnest Con- 
federates, but It was policy for tlrem 
not to allow any harm to befall a 
Union soldier who visited them. 
So 


we never feared that we would be cap- 
tured by skulking Confederates, much 
less shot while In a native's house. To 
tell the truth, I think most of us were 
about as welcome as we would have 
been In any farming community at the 
north. 
We could generally tell them 


about much that was going on in the 
world, thanks to our steady supply of 
newspapers; we could give them an 
occasional book or magazine, but had 
we only our presence to offer it was 
gratifying to the people, nearly all of 
whose own men were In the Confed- 
erate army and whose women did not 
dare to exchange visits over roads 
where they might at any time en- 
counter marching troops. 


At most of the native houses there 


were ijlrl.s. nntl each girl hnd about 500 
adorers In our regiment alone, as well 
as an equal number In other cavalry 
regiments at our post. There wns little 
or no lovemaklng. No man dared ab- 
sent himself long enough from 
the 


picket reserve to attend to business of 
so serious a nature, nor could he easily 
find opportunity to speak to a damsel 
alone. 
If fnther or mother or grand- 


parents chanced to be out of the room 
for a moment, some other trooper was 
almost sure to be present. 
This was 


misery for sentimental young men of 
the class that regards lovemaking as 
an absolute necessity of daily life. 


It was great fun, however, for the 


girls. 
Not one of them would have 


married a iankco had he been Apollo 
and Croesus combined, hut It wasn't 
unpleaslng to get an adoring, heart- 
broken glance from one not unhand- 
some fellow after another end to real- 
ize that all the sufferers were from the 
enemy's ranks. 
I used to imagine, 


probably correctly, that the southern 
girls looked prettier and more vivacious 
when we appeared than they possibly 
could do at the humdrum routine of 
housework. 
Most of them bad lost 


their slaves, in the usual manner, be- 
fore our town became a military post, 
and they would remind us of this when 
anything In the house seemed to them 
to lack proper attention or when they 
invited us to sit down with the family 
to a dinner or supper, which they as- 
sured us was not what they would 
have given us In other days. They got 
so many compliments, however—some 
awkward, but all honest—on the skill 
of pretty hands and heads that I don't 
doubt one of them told the truth when 
she said to me In a burst of confidence 
that she was more than half glad that 
the bouse servants had run away and 
given her and her mother a chance to 
have things just as they wanted them. 
Some of these southern girls asked In- 
numerable questions about the duties 
and diversions of our mothers and sis- 
ters, and they heard enough to make 
them open tbelr pretty eyea in wonder. 


Bat all this had nothing to do with 


love. As was natural to suppose, and as 
we afterward learned, each of the girls 
was already engaged to some good or 
bad fellow In tbt Confederate army. 
Their heart* were already disposed of, 
so they could laugh at all would be 
suitors and break hearts cheerily with 
the sublime consolation that they were 
weakening th» enemy In one of his 
most vulnerable points. Tb«lr manner 
was an proper as that of any northern 
girl, as the more Impudent of oar fel- 
lows «tseot«r«d 


Kiss at the' door. The 'experience or 
one of these fellows was quite Inter 
estlog to every one bnt himself. He 
was so handsome that he had made 
great havoc among feminine hearts at 
home and bad come to regard himself 
as irresistible. H» asked a little Vir- 
ginian, pretty enough to break the 
heart of an anchorite, for a kiss, but 
she replied: 


"Only Confederate lips can ever touch 


mine." 


One day when this man bad been on 


post the relief found his place vacant, 
although there was no sign of blood- 
shed or a struggle. As soon as this 
was reported at the reserve a squad 
was sent out to look for him. 


Inquiry was made at every house on 


the road, and at one we learned from 
the heartbreaking beauty just referred 
to that he bad stopped there two hours 
before and announced that he was de- 
serting to the Confederacy. 


Almost half a year afterward the 


rear guard of one of our scouting par- 
ties was harassed for the last two 
miles of its return by shots from a 
small mounted force, which scattered 
and took to the woods whenever we 
turned and attempted to charge them. 
Our commander arranged a strong am- 
buscade of the advance, with a view 
to capturing the entire party, nnd this 
hidden 
force 
suddenly surrounded 


them when they were directly in front 
of the house in which the little beauty 
lived. There were only a dozen of the 
enemy, and they quickly saw that their 
game was up. As we approached them 
they recognized the inevitable and 
ceased fighting, but one man in gray 
suddenly drew n revolver, flred three 
shots in rapid succession at the house, 
then pointed the weapon at his own 
breast flred and fell from his saddle. We 
were upon them in a moment and un- 
der the cap of the man upon the ground 
we saw the face of our handsome de- 
serter. He gasped before be died that 
ho was ?.s loyal RS over. He had 'In- 
serted In a wild desire to kiss that girl. 
Now. seeing her at the window, he bad 
fired to kill her and hoped he had suc- 
ceeded. 
Then he had killed himself 


rather than be shot as a traitor. 


He had missed the pretty mark be 


bad aimed at 
The girl was unhurt ex- 


cept from a severe scare. We had lost 
more than 20 men most unaccountably 
from that post all of them violent ad- 
mirers of that very girl. Somehow her 
father's house was burned to the 
ground that very night 
1 hope the 


pretty girl escaped, but we were told 
she did not Not one of us attended the 
funeral. It would be hard to tell how 
many lives on both sides were lost 
thereafter as tho result of those two 
deaths.

Tbe amount of exercise may also be 


mentioned. Tbree minutes of exercise 
Bight and morning are gooA, five in In 
utts 'are' better, and ten minutes are 
not too much even at the start. After 
tbe flrst day or two half an hour • day 
Is worth spending on the work. 


Tbe. point I. want to emphasize Is 


that a little-time spent on tbe work is 
better than none. The chief thing is 
strict attention to the exercise during 
the time set aside for it. It is of the 
greatest Importance that there should 
be DO loafing. A little Interest and en- 
thusiasm will do wonders when half 
hearted work with no energy put Into 
It will be the next thing to time wasted. 


One of my best known developing 


movements Is one of tbe setting up 
exercises used by. the army. It is call- 
ed the full bend forward and is a sort 
of preparation for morestrenuous work. 


Standing erect, the exerciser holds 


the arms straight above the head, 
stretched at full length. The. palms 
face forward, and tbe thumbs are in- 
terlocked. He then makes a full sweep 
forward, bending at the waist, but 
keeping the knees straight and touch- 
Ing the fingers to the floor or coming 
as near it as possible. The arms and 
body are then swung up again and as 
far back as they will go. This move- 
ment is taken slowly, and *n effort 
should be made to have a forward bend 
not only at th» waist, but all along the 
backbone from the neck downward. 
This movement 
should 
t>e carried 


through slowly, but with energy, twen- 
ty times unless there Is discomfort at 
first. It should never be forced be- 
yond the bounds of comfort, as more 
harm than good is In such a case like- 
ly to result 
Strafti is always to be 


avoided. 


It will be found that the foregoing 


exercise sets the whole body tingling, 
as It stimulates the circulation in ev- 
ery pnrt and sets up a pleasant glow 
that is an excellent preparation for 
further work. 


Importance of tbe Forward Dcud.

The breathing exercise* are the basis

In fact, 
deep breathing becomes in time second 
nature, and so pleasant is the exercise 
that one unconsciously fills one's lungs 
to their capacity with air and repeats 
the process automatically. 


Ona of the greatest benefits from 


these exercises Is the habit of abdom- 
inal breathing—that Is, the use of the 
lower part of the longs instead of the 
upper part alone. It Is In the lower 
part that the great expansion should 
be, and there is inegtimable_ benefit In 
having these large lower chambers ac- 
tive and constantly ventilated and 
Cleansed by the Infusion of good air. 


C'osely related to this subject, also. 


Is the question of proper carriage. 
Many find It a matter of constant effort 
to keep the shoulders braced back and 
the chest held well forward. 


There IE a method for accomplishing 


this end that I have found to work ex- 
cellently, and It Is easy. Keep the chin

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THE TOBACCO ADDICTION. 


Emlncirt Puj-.lolnn, 


Delivers it String Indictment 


AKxlnit the Ha/lilt. 


' Viewed from an ethical standpoint, 
»" torms of the tobacco habit are 
offensive to society. Right conduct 
of ail individual must be such as to 
BToid giving offense to others, either 
by the indulgenca of the vulgar habit 
*>f expectoration, by the exhalation 
or unpleasant odors, or by the con- 
tamination of tbo atmosphere with 
noxious vapors, as iu smoking. Po- 
lite society should, therefore, frown 
upon the tobacco habit in all its 
forms. 


That the use of tobacco degrades 


the individual, blunting his moral 
perceptions, may be seen in nearly 
every assembly of men. Ordinarily, 
persons of refined intelligence would 
not willingly commit a nuisance in 
company. 
In fact, it is a moral ob- 


ligation resting upon every individ- 
ual to so conduct himself as not to 
be offensive to those with whom he 
associates, either from choice or byv 
accident. Those who use tobacco to- 
tally ignore such matters, and not 
only openly indulge the habit in pub- 
lic places, but enter private offices 
•with lighted cigars, or pipes, held 
sometimes in the hand, with 
the 


nauseating vapor filling the atmos- 
phere, or boldly puff it in the hall- 
ways and rloors. 
Tt >..ts -ot to be a. 


common practice to walk through the 
Pullman 
sleeper 
puffing 
tobacco 


smoke, on the way to the smoking 
room. 


Men every day seek to enter my of- 


fice with lighted cigars or cigurcltcs 
in their hands, and many of them 
are offended nt being denied 
Ihc 


privilege of bringing such things into 
my hallway. There arc many 
res- 


taurants 
where 
men deliberately 


light cigars or cigarettes 
at 
the 


table, while others nrc eating in the 
name room. 
Recently an Episcopal 


clergyman of more than local repu- 
tation got into a Fourth avenue car, 
in Louisville, and stood on the rear 
platform smoking a cigar before the 
public. The example of this conduct 
is almost sure to be followed . by 
thoughtless young persons, and so 
the habit of Ihc fi-w sonn becomes 
the habit of (he ninny. It, seems to 
me necessary for (he guardians of 
the public health to speak authori- 
tatively upon the. evil effects of the 
tobacco habit upon the 
individual 


and upon society. 


The effects of tobacco poisoning 


upon t.hn growing or<rnni«rns of tin- 
young are far greater than 
upon 


ml u Its, yet it can easily be demon- 
Btrated that the tobacco habit, in all 
forms so Kerioiisly affects the nerve 
centers as to create muscular tre- 
mor, general languor, with general 
depression of the. nervous and cir- 
culatory functions. It enfeebles the 
notion of the heart, inhibits cerebral 
activity, nnd thus limits the capacity 
for thought. 


In persons long accustomed to its 


use, amaurosis, with limited color 
perception, and contracted field of 
vision, are commonly observed. There 
can be no doubt that, many of the 
cases of so-oalled nervous 
break- 


down, attributed to overwork, are 
really due to tobacco poisoning. 


In hoys trying to learn the tobacco 


habit a degree of nervous depression, 
amounting almost 
to general col- 


lapse, may be frequently observed. 
They often complain of vertigo, stu- 
por, faintness and nausea, and in 
tome cases convulsions. 


The late John Fiske undertook, in 


1867, to reply to James Parlon, wJio, 
in the year before, wrote a little book 
against smoking and drinking as a 
habit among gentlemen. Fiske main- 
tained that the habit of smoking was 
preventive of pulmonary consump- 
tion, and that it promoted digestion, 
prolonged lift, and was, therefore, 
in every way desirable as a habit. 
Pjskc, poor fellow, died after a gen- 
eral breakdown of nervous energy, 
<hie, no doubt, to thn effects of to- 
bacco. That a man capable of 
so 


much good should have perished bo- 
fore the age of 60 is of itself strong- 
ly suggestive. The general prostra- 
tion of the nervous 
system 
from 


which he had suffered for more than 
n year before his death came from 
the toxic effects of tobacco beyond 
reasonable doubv,. 


It. is the opinion of the- medical 


profession and the better-informed 
people of the laity that cpithelionia 
tif the lips, mouth, and sometimes of 
the tongue, results from smoking. A 
most lamentable instance is that of 
the late (icn. U. S. Grant. 
If smok- 


ing ever causes cancer in any form, 
surely no rational person would ha/.- 
ard his life for the sake of becoming 
n tobacco inebriate. The most that 
can be said in favor if the habit is 
that it inebriates and obtunds the 
e.ense of moral responsibility. Now, 
if it is desirable to suspend mental 
activity, is tobacco the. best agent 
for that purpose? Unfortunately po- 
lite society tolerates it, and the man 
with tobacco in his mouth struts out 
boldly before the public, expectorat- 
ing right and left, or goes 
puffing 


the furaos of his pipe, cigar or cifr- 
nrettc right into the faces of people 
.who are nauseated by the odor 
But 


the poor, unfortunate creature who 
takes too much alcohol and exposes 
liis weakness feels a sense, of shame, 
and has a desire to conceal the fact 
tot his debauch, while the hardened to- 
jbacco inebriate exhibits no sign of 
(contrition. I conclude this an abso- 
lutely convincing proof of the greater 
jnonil degeneracy produced by to- 
Ibacco, as compared to that which al- 
cohol engenders. I have know.n per- 
eons unable to supply the necessaries 
of life to their families who, ne»er- 


about th« «tr*«±a nn*. 


In* well-filled pipes of tobacco. 


As long; as doctors and clergymen 


arc seen smoking, the poor newsboy 
finds an illustrious example for in- 
dulging some form of the tobacco 
habit. 


The question of mental responsibil- 


ity naturally arises in 
considering 


the thralldom of any drug habit. Can 
a. person fall a victim to a disgusting 
habit without subordinating the will 
power? Is it not evidence of mental 
weakness-to yield to the desire for 
any sort of toxic drug? Is it not the 
judgment of those*most experienced 
in treating the various forms of in- 
ebriety that some sort of 
mental 


weakness, amounting at least to inor-> 
ai irresponsibility, must necessarily 
be present as a basis for the habit? 


Criminal irresponsibility is just a de- 


gree of mental weakness which is 
characterized by loss of the power to 
resist an impulse to crime. Tt differs 
from civil or moral irresponsibility in 
kind rather than degree. 


Jt seems every person who feels the 


necessity of assisting the weak to be 
stronger, and who feels the proper 
share of responsibility of citizenship; 
should fee! equally bound to recog- 
nize and assist in suppressing the to- 
bacco habit, as well as the whisky 
and opium habits. 


Toxic drugs of any kind arrest and 


pervert the growth of the young; 
they degrade the sons of our best, 
families; they so weaken the mind as 
to permit the formation of other hab- 
ite degrading to the whole social fab- 
ric; they threaten the foundations of 
our civilization. 


Let us all turn upon the worst of the 


drug habits and stamp it out, for, if 
tobacco does not directly degrade the 
boys and young men, it, at the very 
least, brings them into 
association 


with degenerates and' perverts who 
frequent, the smoking rooms and club 
houses in all our towns and cities, 
and all our railways and steamboats.

A Jumble of Familiar 
.Incidents, With an 
Under Crust of Dra- 
matic Merit. 


Julia Marlowe has at last opened her 


New York season at the Criterion the- 
ater. The play now used is a dramati- 
zation of George W. Cable's novel, "The 
Cavalier," and bears the same name. 
It is n southern romance, with just 
enough of the flavor of war to make it 
interesting. It is absolutely a star play. 
No woman has a show except Julia 
Marlowe, and, while that is so often the 
aim of a star, It is a grievous mistake 
from the standpoint of the audience. 
If in such an Instance the star should 
not be liked, there is no further inter- 
est in the play. It is well to be a little 
generous nnd give a. trifle more zest to

the evening. Of course In the case of 
"The Cnvallcr" Miss Marlowe IB fully 
satisfactory. We simply feel sorry for 
the other four females, who do not look, 
net or dress well. 


"The Cavalier" Is another of those 


plague spots In the life of the stage, a 
dramatized novel. It Is not so bad as 
come and not so good as others. It la 
rather like boarding house hash—sev- 
eral familiar bits warmed over with 
some new Ingredients and served us a 
new acquaintance—a touch of "Secret 
Service," a r«mlnlscenccof "Under Two 
Flags" and the old flavor of the famll- 
inr "Uncle Torn'n Cabin." The ticker 
nud stolen papers breathe of the llrst; 
the (flrl who brings mail to the "boys" 
and distributes it, holding n letter for 
one no longer living, suggests Blanche 
Bates In the second, nnd the poached 
egg on the hash fairly shrieks of Top- 
sy. I rubbed my eyes nnd referred to 
my programme to be sure I had not 
strayed into the wrong house. I surely 
hnd not expected to sec this little black 
friend. 
With these little "leftovers" 


was mixed a good portion ot other nnd 
not so famlllnr material, and the dish 
was- not unpalatable. But the partaker 
would not be likely to nak for the rec- 
ipe. 


In the first place, there Is one dan- 


gerous fault—it Is in some places very 
slow and almost uninteresting. This 
Is most noticeable in the beginning of 
the second act 
There is also a fright- 


ful anticlimax In this act. It Is such a 
long act that it would vastly Improve 
the play to divide it Into two parts. 
After a strong moment, when the vil- 
lain goes to rob the ambulances loaded 
with treasure, there Is a hiatus before 
the Interest revives and the final cur- 
tain falls. These "trifles," so called, 
sometimes kill a play. 


Now for the star. Though a constant 


attendant at the theater, circumstances 
have conspired all these years to pre- 
vent ruy seeing Julia Marlowe. I saw 
her and was repaid for the waiting. 
As Charlotte Durand, the southern girl 
whose wedding to the villain. Captain 
Francis Oliver, opens the play, Miss 
Marlowe was charming. In the light 
comedy moments she was perfect, and 
her little tricks nnd thorough girlish 
naturalness were such art as to seem 
nature. She was wonderful, for it all 
looked so easy and was so hard. When 
the opportunity for serious work came, 
I feared to see by contrast some lack, 
but again I was delighted. Miss Mar- 
lowe has too long been a favorite for 
me to speak of her worth to the stage. 
Suffice It for me to add that I saw so 
much power and jjenlus that I regret- 
ted that there was not something more 
required from the star.

Is convincing In his villainy. lie rang 
true from first to last, nnd there were 
subtle touches of which I did not think 
Worthing capable. 
Much of the old 


fault of mouthing Is gone, nnd It Is n 
vast Improvement. I could understand 
all he said, nnd I have never been so 
fortunate before. In th« scene on the 
staircase with his wife the joint work 
was n delight. 


Edgar L. Davenport as Captain Rob- 


ert Jewett f?as excellent, and Clarence 


Handy»lde» made a lovable Uncle Jim. 
He played the role of Rev. James Har- 
per. I suppose the bcro. If there must 
be one, was William Lewers as Lieu- 
tenant Ferry, but I think the play was 
•11 heroine and villain. I don't consider 
there was any hero; but, as Kerry won 
the hand of Charlotte at the last, I 
suppoge I must.so regard him. What- 
ever he was, he played his part well.
